WHEREAS, attorneys’ fees and other reasonable resa#ssary legal costs and expenses fg
items such as title searches, court filings andntlading, publication and service of notices anbeot
papers are specifically recoverable under the pravs of Article 11 of the Real Property Tax Law,
applicable in other parts of New York State.

Home Rule Requests, for transmittal to the New Yatdte Assembly and Senate, whereby the County of
Erie can formally request the enactment of saiteRdls following their introduction in the New Yk
